As a great merchandising and com¬ 
mercial center, Leipzig is a living 
memorial to the value of good roads. 
The world has made many paths to 
Leipzig’s door, but the Leipzig phi¬ 
losophy proclaims that'good road 
work on the paths keeps the world 
coming. 

At a date too early to record, Leip¬ 
zig’s predecessor of the modern 
chamber of commerce decided that a 
good road between their city and 
Halle would make more merchants go 
through Leipzig. Thus the little 
village in the broad flat plain, devoid 
of natural strategic aids, made itself 
a junction point and outstripped its 
neighbor village. Descendants of 
that early chamber of commerce com¬ 
pleted a union railroad station in 
Leipzig in 1913 that has a facade 
1,000 feet long.

Fairs, as devices through which 
to dispose of goods, were in use in 
Europe during the early centuries of 
the Christian era, and became im¬ 
portant in the Middle Ages. It was 
then that two of the most outstand¬ 
ing fairs of today took shnpe, that 
at Lyons, France, and that at Leip¬ 
zig. The latter dates from about 
1170. One of the best known fairs, 
that at Nizhni Novgorod, Russia, 
was not founded until the Seven¬ 
teenth century, but since that time it 
has been of great importance to the 
diversified peoples from the Orient, 
who gathered there to exchange their 
wares.

We are so used to the names of the 
States in the United States that it 
never occurs to u» to think how 
strange words like “Arkansas," or 
Utah,’ or "Ohio,” must sound to 
people who are not brought up with 
them, and it never occurs to most of 
us to wonder what the names mean or 
how they happened to be given to the 
States.

Its Ring-Strasse, 
built where grim walls rose once, 
surrounds the old city, in the center

east is the fine Book Exchange 
building, which annually attracts 
hundreds of publishers. Leipzig is 
the publishing center of Germany. 
More than 500 periodicals emanate 
from this town. That it is also a 
publishing center for all Europe, is 
seen in the fact that 11,-000 publish¬ 
ers have representatives in Leipzig. 
It is, in fact, one of the outstanding 
publishing centers of the world. 

On the edge of town, almost on 
the battle site where Napoleon’s de¬ 
feat in the battle of nations fore¬ 
shadowed Waterloo, is the univer¬ 
sity. Many Americans have studied 
medicine and other subjects in these 
halls made famous bv Goethe. Tour¬ 
ists today areshown Auerbach'sbetr 
cellar, where Goethe, the student, 
made merry and drew inspiration for 
Faust from old mural paintings.. A 
hidden door discloses an under¬ 
ground passage from the beer cellar 
leading directly to an old university 
building! 

Nearby on the same street where 
Goethe wooed is a simple tablet in a 
wall with the inscription: “In this 
house was born Richard Wagner, 
May 22. 1813." 

Although Leipzig can point to no 
cathedral, it has as fine a musical 
and literary tradition as any town 
in the Reich. Bach who is the com¬ 
posers’ composer, much as Spenser 
isttjf poets' poet, drilled his choruses 
in a Leipzig church. With a nuc¬ 
leus of the four town pipers who were 
under municipal contract to play for 
weddings and festivities, "with 
patience and without extortion," 
Bach built up an orchestra. Young 
Felix Mendelssohn took up the baton 
of this o/chestra and out of it grew 
the famous, Leipzig conservatory. 
Schumann and the poet Schiller were 
also attracted to Leipzig, lending it 
reflected glory. 


the Duke of York, who gave his 
name to it; in much the same way. 
New Jersey was named by Sir 
George Carteret for his home, which 
was on the Isle of Jersey. Penn¬ 
sylvania brings memories of William 
Penn and the Quakers; as theirchief 
city, Philadelphia, is the “city of, 
brotherly love,” so the colony was 
named “Penn's Woods." Delaware 
derives its name from Lord de la 
Ware, the governor and first captain- 
general of Virginia. 

Colorado belongs in neither of the 
classes given before, since it is a 
Spanish word meaning "colored" 
given on account of the coloring of 
its rocks. Arizona, also has a name 
of Spanish descent meaning "arid 
zone" or desert Nevada is Spanish 
for "snowy land,” a name which it 
has received because of its mountain 
tops. Where the name Mexico comes 
from is uncertain. The most usual 
derivation given is that it isJrom an 
Aztec word meaning "habitation of 
the god of war.” Montana is a Latin 
word meaning “mountainous." 
Washington as its name indicates, 
was named for the “Father of his 
Country." 

California has one of the most 
romantic names of all. When 
Cortez surveyed it he thought it 
an island, and was reminded of the 
magic island in old Spanish and 
French romances the isle of Cali¬ 
fornia. What the name means no one 
has ever discovered, but it referred 
to a romantic island where there was 
much lost treasure and where 
many priceless jewels were supposed 
to have been stored.

have been proved to be worthless and in 
some cases harmful There will be a series 
of lectures and broadcasts from physicians 
specializing in the treatment of the ear."

According to Mrs. Voorhees, we 
learn that “Physical Education ranks 
very high in the field of education, 
consuming twenty per cent of the cur¬ 
ricular time.” Other high-lights of 
the convention included the strong 
emphasis placed on posture improve¬ 
ment. Dr. J. T. Robers, of the 
Department of the Interior, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., said that poor posture 
develops as the human grows. Mov¬ 
ing pictures were shown to illustrate 
how posture affects vital organs and 
circulation of the blood. Good body 
mechanics have a direct effect upon 
health, according to surveys. It has 
been found that in the spring posture 
is nearly forty per cent poorer than in 
the fall. Long play periods during 
summer vacations have increased effect 
upon posture. Good posture is as¬ 
sociated with good health and helps 
to win any game. 

Dancing was, given an important 
place on the program. Dancing gives 
the greatest individual value of all the 
physical education activities. It is 
non-competitive, has a distinct social 
value, appeals to the imagination, 
offers an opportunity for self-expres¬ 
sion and musical appreciation, as well 
as many other qualities. Material is 
based on interest and expression. 
Knowledge of dance movements and 
training in rhythmic response are first 
taught. Freedom of expression is 
greatly to be desired. 

The simple singing of games and 
child rhythms may be modified to 
suit our primary gymnastic classes. 
The folk and national dancing, as well 
as the historic American social dances 
and clogs, have a distinct educational 
value, besides furnishing great enjoy¬ 
ment for the intermediate classes. 
The rhythmic pantomine and the 
natural or creative form of the dance 
satisfies the aesthetic chracteristic of 
the more advanced groups. Dancing 
is said to be more important than any 
other phase of gymnasium work. 

There was a large demonstration of 
activities by various groups, with a 
military tap dance with ninety-six 
individuals participating, as a feature. 
The grand finale was an interpretation 
of "In a Monastery Garden,” by the 
Philadelphia Turngunde, whose co¬ 
ordination and balance control was a 
marvel in perfection of skill.

At the driveway’s end, as it swings 
around to the main entrance, is a row 
of horse chestnuts, evenly spaced and 
symmetrical in shape, which fact pro¬ 
claims that they were planted there 
when the school was built some seventy 
years ago. Staunchly they have stood 
all that time, facing the Hud¬ 
son, buffeted by the west winds, the 
north winds, and winds from the 
south. And staunchly may they stand 
there yet for countless years, to 
delight the future children with the 
shady canopy they provide after their 
large conical buds have heralded the 
advent of Spring.
